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In Bog Country 

Family Roots Run Deep in Cranberries 
By Gretchen Grundstrom 

Dianne Fielding's family roots are intertwined 
with the six acres of cranberry vines on her 55-acre prop- 
erty in Rochester. Ms. Fielding and her late husband Rich- 
ard purchased the first 10 acres of land in 1965 for "I think 
it was $750 cash," she said on a rainy Saturday afternoon 
in her Wareham kitchen while a pot of homemade beef 
stew sunmered on the stove. 

"We had very little equipment and the cash flow 
wasn't much with two little babies at the time," she said, 
referring to two of her five children. However, "(Richard) 
wanted to get a bog and work it and own it and I was all 
for it." 

Richard was a welder and repaired machinery in- 
cluding bog sanding machines. Among his customers was 
Walter Denham Sr., Fielding's father. Though Mr. Denham 
was hardly enthralled with the romance that blossomed 
between Richard and Dianne, who was 10 years his jimior, 
they were married in 1961 when she was 17. 

Ms. Fielding's parents, grandparents, aunts, and 
uncles made extra money working on cranberry bogs for 
as long as she can remember. As a child, "My mother had 
me in a box and pulled me along in the cranberry bog," 
she laughed, adding: "Everything was scooped back 
then." The farming skills she developed as a child and 
young adult would now help her and her family grow the 
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new bog back into a farm. 

Her face ripened with a smile as she remembered 
driving down the dirt road of their newly purchased 
property. "It was fall and all the leaves and pine needles 
had fallen over the road," she exclaimed. 

The three-acre bog had been neglected and 
needed a lot of work. 

First they reclaimed the property by scraping 
off the dead vines. Next, Richard got pruned vines from 
growers that he did welding and other repair jobs for. 
They were a mixture of berry types, but he would get as 
many plantings as he could and over the years the bog 
was eventually replanted. 

Almost a decade later, in the early 1970s, the

Fieldings had their first crop. Now, some four decades 
later, the family has two thriving bogs, but struggles re- 
main. 

"We have no control over weather, machinery 
breaking down, or insects," Ms. Fielding said. The Early 
Black berries on one of the family's three-acre bogs were 
wet-picked two weeks ago. However, the Howes cranber- 
ries that have since replaced the original vines planted by 
Richard are dry -picked and the recent soggy weather has 
caused a slight delay in the harvesting. 

But that hasn't dampened Fielding's spirits. She 
said the family will harvest the bog this week rather than 
last week and she is thrilled with her crop this year. 

She also said there is "A sense of purpose (with) 
owning a farm and working with your hands. A pride 
when you harvest your crop. Knowing that you did the 
best you could for the year." Ms. Fielding's land provides 
her with identity and keeps her well in touch with her 
family's farming roots. 

According to Susan LaFleur, librarian for the 
Rochester Historical Society, the society really does not 
have any information on the history of growing cranber- 
ries in town. However, after some digging, Ms. LaFleur 
found a quote from a man bom in 1865 named L.C. Hirni- 
phrey. He was well-known in town and owned a farm on 
Roimseville Road. Within his memoir collection was this 
quote: "Dr. Briggs was the first man to cultivate cranber- 
ries in town (in) 1872. Dr. Caleb Briggs, of Snipatuit Road, 
he built and cultivated several acres. Had a good crop."

Rochester Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon 
said: "(Rochester's) historically been a farming commu- 
nity — agriculture, forestry, hayfields, and cornfields." So, 
converting to bog farming as the landscape changed over 
the years made sense for the 39-square-mile (24,960 acre) 
area. 

According to Shirley DeLima, Administrative As- 
sistant to the Rochester Assessor's office, "We do have a 
lot of bogs for a small town." Ms. DeLima sorted through 
every bog deed on record to find out just how much bog

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acreage the town assesses. According to her records, about 
1,283 acres are considered bog. Of that, individuals own 
324.3 acres, while 958.7 acres are listed as incorporated in 
some manner. An additional 2,465.4 acres are classified 
as land related to the production and operation of a bog. 
That means roughly 3748.4 acres — or 15 percent of Roch- 
ester — is assessed as bog and bog-related land. 

Jeff LaFleur, Executive Director of the Cape Cod 
Cranberry Grower's Association, said cranberry bogs are 
"an important part of all southeastern Massachusetts. 
Rochester is more associated with other types of agricul- 
ture and has been supportive of agriculture which has cre- 
ated its identity. There is (plenty) of diversified agriculture 
in town." 

For comparison, the bog acreage in surrounding 
towns in 2003 was: Carver 3,600; Wareham 1,700; Middle- 
boro 1,600; and Rochester and Plymouth around 1,300 
acres. 

Mr. LaFleur, who lives in Plymouth but has rela- 
tives in Rochester, said the town "has a lot to offer. People 
want to live there. Early on, folks in Rochester recognized 
the value of preserving land — as a sense of place — but 
also saving the bay and working to help preserve land for 
farms." 

Ms. Farinon said: "People say Rochester is God's 
country because it has a significant area of imdeveloped 
land, but it's slowly getting more developed. People ap- 
preciate the landscape more. There are vast views of land 
that haven't been developed."

October 18, 2005

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Tuesday, October 18 at 
6:02 pm by Chairman Stephen J. Lombard. Also present 
were Selectman Raymond H. Andrews, Selectman Jordan 
C. CoUyer, Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho, and 
Assistant to the Town Administrator Melody Pacheco. 

The board first approved the minutes of the Octo- 
ber 4 meeting (both Open and Executive Sessions), voted 
to sign and approve bonds for the Brant Beach Water Pol- 
lution Trust, and voted to grant all liquor establishments 
in town the option to remain open until 2:00 am on New 
Year's Eve as per their annual practice.

preparing a long-term capital plan in terms of future 
borrowing and purchasing needs and to ensure that the 
town doesn't continually dip into Free Cash for these "big 
ticket" items. As such, the Capital Planning Committee 
will be preparing and presenting a report in January for 
the next Annual Town Meeting. 

"It's important because it takes it out of the Select- 
men's hands and out of the Finance Committee's hands," 
Chairman Lombard said. "It's a short period of work 
— maybe three or four months — but it's important." 

Chairman Lombard directed the committee to 
appoint a chairman and then accept their charge to begin 
prioritizing the various requests for capital purchases 
from town departments. 

"As part of your review, I think you need to take 
field trips to inspect the equipment they're asking you to 
replace," Chairman Lombard said. "We haven't done any 
major capital replacements in some years." 

"As the by-law states, you've got to come up with 
a five-year plan," Selectman Andrews said. "There's going 
to be a lot of competition for short dollars." 

"There are so many things that we've repaired 
rather than replaced in the past ... for the sake of saving 
money," agreed Capital Planning Committee member and 
former Selectman Barry Denham. 

"We're faced with all kinds of things this year," 
Chairman Lombard said. "And I know the budget is go- 
ing to increase because of it."

Bob Field to discuss various ongoing road projects. Mr. 
Field said he wanted to give an update to the board on 
recommended work to be done on North Street, Long 
Plain Road, and Mattapoisett Neck Road.

Dental Disease 

My dog 's breath is pretty bad. Is there something 
that I can feed him to make it smell better? 
Elevate your dogs' upper lip and look at his 
molars. They should be white and shiny. If they 
look brown near the gums you should schedule 
an appointment with your veterinarian to discuss 
a dental cleaning. Dirty teeth and infected gums 
that usually come with them often cause a foul 
order, pain and the potential for tooth loss. Every 
time your dog chews he may experience a bacte- 
rial shower into his blood stream which can affect 
his heart valves, kidneys and other organs. Have 
the teeth cleaned and discuss ways to prevent 
dental disease in the future.

their findings and recommendations in the aftermath of a 
recent survey conducted over the previous summer and 
several meetings this year. Comnuttee members included 
Neil Balboni, Jay Crowley, Priscilla Ditchfield, and Sis 
Durkee, with Chairman Reg Foster speaking on behalf of 
the group. 

"Our recommendation overall is it is feasible to 
have fireworks during the summer in Marion which are 
safe, affordable and family-friendly," Mr. Foster said. "In 
response to the letter that we sent out, we received about 
$20,000 in (donations). Our key motivation here has been 
to exercise some flexibility in choosing a date (for the fire- 
works). If we do that, then there is evidence the size of the 
event will be much more manageable. We also think it's 
vital to establish a new Fireworks Conimittee with reju- 
venated leadership ... to take responsbility for the event's 
coordination and fund-raising." 

"First of all, I'd like to say this is exactly what we 
intended," Selectman Jeffrey said. "The concerns we had a 
year ago (which led to the) postponement of the fireworks 
were well-founded. The one thing I might suggest is I 
think it is extremely important to have a (Fireworks Com- 
mittee) as you suggested. I certainly think we should go 
ahead, but I do think that leadership is important." 

Mr. Foster said some members of the Feasibility 
Study Committee have expressed interest in serving on 
the newly-appointed Fireworks Committee, if that is the 
will of the Selectmen, and they are ready to help with the 
transition as needed.

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Chairman Henry felt that the appointed chairman 
of the new Fireworks Committee should not be the sole 
person in charge of making the call whether the fireworks 
proceed or not, especially given prior years' attempts to 
collect last-minute fimding. 

"It's clear imder state law that a single person has 
overall responsibility for this event, and that is Fire Chief 
Rick Guerzoni ... in consultation with Police Chief Lincoln 
Miller," Mr. Foster said. "Those public safety officials 
make the call (of) whether to have (the fireworks) or not. 
The committee would just help facilitate the coordination 
and fund-raising (aspects)." 

Mr. Foster suggested they move forward with 
appointing a Fireworks Committee as soon as possible to 
plan for a July 2006 event.

"Tonight we're going to cover the status of the 
Mattapoisett Valley filter plant, the Mattapoisett Valley 
transmission lines to Marion, storage tanks on Benson 
Brook Road, Mill Street, Point Road and Great Hill, a 
street paving plan, and how all this will affect future wa- 
ter rates," Mr. Hayes said. 

According to Mr. Hayes, with the soon-to-be-add- 
ed one-million-gallon storage tank on Benson Brook Road 
and the three existing town tanks on Mill Street, Point 
Road and Great Hill, the town will have "more capacity 
than it will need" and "long-term storage capacity," he 
said. 

"The Mill Street tank is currently offline and we're 
doing the needed repairs," Mr. Zora said. "That should 
be wrapped up and back online sometime in December. 
The Point Road tank is earmarked to be done in the spring 
... (and) the Great Hill tank went out to bid (but) came in 
very high. We decided not to do work on that tank now 
and monitor it (to) get as much life out of it as we can." 

"Everything you've heard about tonight (has 
been) discussed at some point at Town Meeting," Mr. 
Hayes said. "So nothing here is new. But all these projects 
will affect water rates." 

"As everyone who pays water bills in Marion 
knows, we've been able to keep the water rates fairly 
level," Mr. Dolan added. "Obviously, you've heard about 
projects here tonight ... which will (cause) a need for in- 
crease in water rates. The Mattapoisett River Valley (and) 
storage tank work will add about $437,000 in additional

debt alone ... (and) by FY 2008 my best estimate is we'll 
be looking at a water rate increase of about 50 percent. 
It would have been great if Marion could have found a 
single 'magic bullet' for all its water woes, but that never 
happened." 

"We now have four pieces of work that need to 
be done," Mr. Hayes said. "One is the Water / Sewer Rate 
Committee, which is comprised of the financial folks in 
town; the second piece is the oversight of the water proj- 
ects that are about to start like the tank at Benson Brook 
and water line distribution; third is the Mattapoisett River 
Valley Committee, which is up and running; and the 
fourth is something we'd like to suggest: begin work on 
water conservation issues and look for another well site in 
Marion ... as a backup source." 

In other matters, the board: 

• Voted to establish a new Parks Committee con- 
sisting of the following: the Tree Warden, the Recreation 
Committee Director, and a member of the Tree Planting 
Committee — all with initial terms of one year each. 

• Voted to appoint newly-selected Harbormaster 
Michael Cormier for a probationary term through Janu- 
ary 1, 2007 in keeping with their past practice for hiring 
new department heads.

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, October 17 
at 7:04 pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Bradford Morse, 
Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first unanimously approved the min- 
utes of the October 3 meeting, after which Town Admin- 
istrator James Huntoon presented his weekly report.

At 7:08 pm the board met with members of the 
Board of Assessors (BOA) for the annual Tax Classifica- 
tion Hearing. "This is a public hearing to determine the 
tax classification for the town and it has been duly adver- 
tised," Chairman Laboa explained. 

"There is really very little change in the percent- 
ages (of residential and commercial property) this year," 
said Assessor Jana Cavanaugh. "It would be our recom- 
mendation to maintain a single tax rate for all tax classes." 

According to Ms. Cavanaugh, the total residen- 
tial property valuation for FY 2006 is $666,728,171 or 
about 87.9 percent, which is slightly up from FY 2005's

"The percentage has changed a little bit ... the 
commercial has dropped a little," Selectman Nunes noted. 

"The main thing is that the residential (percent- 
age) has stayed about the same," Ms. Cavanaugh said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to main- 
tain a single tax rate for both commercial and residential 
property within the town. 

At 7:12 pm the board met with Jill Bodeau and 
members of the Rochester Council on Aging (CO A) Board 
of Directors to discuss job descriptions and vacancies at 
the Rochester Senior Center. 

"I assume you're presenting this to us so we can 
get a full picture (of your needs)," Chairman Laboa said. 

Ms. Bodeau concurred and added they are hoping 
to advertise and post for a new full-time COA Director.

time person hired until after January 1. 

"Realistically, 1 think you're right/' Chairman 
Laboa said. "You probably won't hire a full-time director 
until the beginning of January." 

As such, the board members suggested the COA 
might want to leave the option open to amend the article 
on next week's Special Town Meeting warrant to fund the 
position as needed. 

"From what you've shown us, I don't disagree 
that you need a full-time director ... (but) I'd Uke to see 
what the Personnel Board has to say," Chairman Laboa 
said. 

At 7:30 pm the board met with Arnold Johnson 
and Chris Byron of the Planning Board to discuss the pro- 
cedure for road acceptances. 

"Prior to (the Selectmen) signing the (Special 
Town Meeting) warrant, we indicated that the two sub- 
division (articles) weren't ready to go," Mr. Johnson said. 
"Somehow that got lost in translation." 

"Just so you know, (the Planning Board) doesn't 
approve anything when it comes to street acceptances," 
Mr. Huntoon said. "You just report on it (at Town Meet- 
ing)." 

"The proper procedure under (Massachusetts 
General Laws) is the Selectmen are supposed to submit 
a proposed (street) layout to the Planning Board so they 
can give a report (back) to the Selectmen," Mr. Byron said. 
"Do we have a copy of the proposed layouts? We didn't 
have it; it wasn't submitted to us. 1 think we should have 
a paper trail so we know just what has been done." 

"If the Board of Selectmen endorses the layout (at 
Town Meeting), you can still (approve) the street accep- 
tances," Mr. Huntoon said.

Chairman Laboa asked. 

"These have been hanging around for better than 
a year," Mr. Huntoon said. "If you were technically going 
to look at any of the streets in this town — and, indeed, 
many of the streets in the Commonwealth — they have 
not been laid out properly." 

"When I see 'proposed by-laws' or 'changes in 
by-laws,' as a Selectman I'm assuming the Planning Board 
has signed off on them," Selectman Nunes said.

11, 12, 13 and 15 — on the Special Town Meeting. 

"I agree we shouldn't be scrambling to correct 
this procedure before next week," Chairman Laboa said. 
"And it upsets me greatly that it was done (improperly)." 

At 8:18 pm the board met briefly with Armand 
Bergeron of Rochester Youth Baseball (RYB), who at- 
tended a deposition earlier in the day regarding the RYB's 
request to install light fixtures at the baseball field in 
Gifford Park. The Rochester Historic District Commission 
had denied the RYB's initial request and RYB is appealing 
their decision in court. 

"It has become evident to me in this whole pro- 
cess that the only people ultimately affected are the kids,"

point ... it's come to a borderline lack of professionalism 
on both sides.

The board agreed to coordinate an Executive Ses- 
sion with representatives of Rochester Youth Baseball, the 
Rochester Park Commission, and the Rochester Historic 
District Commission to possibly come up with a reason- 
able compromise to this issue without incurring further 
legal expenses.

Bounty Hunter

Domino. Starring Keira Knightley and Mickey 
Rourke. Directed by Tony Scott. Running time: 
125 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Domino Harvey, who died last summer at 34, was 
a model and the daughter of actor Laurence Harvey. 
Her rootless early life left her with a lot of aggression, 
which found focus in her second career as a bounty 
hunter. The director Tony Scott was a friend of hers, 
and he's made much in the press about how his new film Domino is 
a tribute to her memory. That'd be nice if it were true, but the only 
thing Domino pays homage to — or shows affection for — is Scott's 
heavy hand in the editing room. Sure to be regarded as excruciating 
by some and electrifying by others, the movie is run through so many 
filters , film stocks , and Avid whiz-bang it makes Natural Born Killers 
look like Barry Lyndon. 

I usually loathe such hyperactive lab experiments; Oliver Stone, 
in Natural Born Killers, at least incorporated the scattershot style 
into his message about how the media fractures us all, and he used it 
in an emotionally direct (if bullying) way that kept us subliminally 
connected to the characters. Tony Scott doesn't do anything like that 
in Domino — there's no real thematic reason for the movie to look 
or act the way it does; it's just a gimmick. That said, I didn't mind 
it much. Domino has been lambasted all over the place, but it's not 
that bad; it leaves us as exhausted as its heroine (Keira Knightley), 
but much of the ride is amusing. 

"Based on a true story — sort of," the ads qualify. Well, Domino 
is a movie — sort of. It's like an entire season of a nonexistent Domino 
TV series telescoped frantically into two hours and five minutes of 
highlights, with all the plot convolutions that implies. Essentially, it's 
a string of double-crosses and triple-crosses in which Domino and 
her partners — hard-bitten beef jerky Ed Mosbey (Mickey Rourke) 
and sensitive ex-con Choco (Edgar Ramirez) — attempt to locate 
$10 million so that their cut of the take can pay for a young girl's 
operation. 1 could try to explain the connection between Domino and 
the young girl, but it would be the most complicated sentence ever; 
it involves Delroy Lindo, Mo'Nique, the FBI, the Mafia, the Jerry 
Springer Show, and a reality show tailing Domino's every move 




(directed from a trailer by Christopher Walken). 

Dabney Coleman is in it. Brian Austin Green and Ian Ziering, 
veterans of Beverly Hills 90210, are in it as themselves — sort of. 
Tom Waits is in it (as a character called The Wanderer, no less). 
Domino is one insane gibbering beast, leagues more idiosyncratic 
than the average action flick, and 1 suppose part of this is due to the 
participation of screenwriter Richard Kelly, who wrote and directed 
200 1 's brilliantly confounding Donnie Darko. 1 enjoyed seeing Mickey 
Rourke and Christopher Walken share the screen again, though it's 
nothing more dramatic than a "creative meeting" for the reality show. 
Keira Knightley poses and snarls fetchingly enough, but time will 
tell whether she can act or just attitudinize — in any event. Domino 
is written as a posturing and hollow collection of bad-grrl reflexes, 
so there's nothing that even a seasoned and complex actress could' ve 
done that Knightley doesn'tdo. Like the character herself, she'sneeded 
only as a face, a voice, a body. 

Domino is the sort of disreputable night out that I hesitate to rec- 
ommend because it's disreputable in the wrong ways — it exemplifies 
pretty much everything 1 despise about the direction movies are head- 
ing. But Tony Scott works in a spirit of caffeinated roughhouse fun. 
It probably gets at the tone of bounty-hunting work more effectively 
than a more sober-sided account of the actual Domino Harvey's life 
could have. 1 have no idea if the film's aggressively cluttered plot is 
based on anything real, but it's structured as a bad-girl-makes-good 
parable with an Xtreme veneer. At the very end, we see the real woman 
herself, looking gaunt and tomboyish and almost shy, yet her eyes 
tell us more about the reality of her life than the preceding two hours. 
Those eyes almost shame us for what we've been watching. I had a 
good time, though — sort of.

Volunteers will make year-round, daily to weekly 
visits to record the stage height of the river, make general 
observations, and monitor water temperature. This data 
will help in developing a model to track reductions in 
base flow and extreme flow conditions. The information 
will assist towns in long-term planning for the protection 
of the Mattapoisett River. 

Flow is a fimction of the water volume and veloc- 
ity and is affected by both nature and by human-induced 
changes including the removal of shoreline vegetation, 
and water withdrawals for irrigation and drinking water. 
"Flow is important to water quality, and the living organ- 
isms and habitats in the river," said Tony Williams, Direc- 
tor of Monitoring Programs for the Coalition. "Stream 
flow can quickly increase and then recede during rain 
events where land has been altered to include greater 
areas of impervious surfaces." 

Last summer, CBB staff along with volunteers 
from the Towns of Mattapoisett and Rochester, began to 
track water flow at the three locations. The project is part 
of a joint effort between the CBB, and the Massachusetts 
Riverways Program River Instream Flow Stewards (RI- 
FLS), and residents from the Towns of Mattapoisett and 
Rochester.
